A Singular Story of Shipwreock and Mae-
fnore — Adventures of a San Francisco

Youth.

The San Franclico Bulletin says:—Three or
four days ago the schoener Hutchinson arrived
ai this por, havieg on beard Joseph Lorrits, a
{imng man who was reared in this city, Some

mo since an acceunt of the loss of the British
brig Propeniis was published. The steamer
Princess lonisa salled from Scotland last March
for a Soulth American port, and at one of them
Lorritz, was engaged. Thejeaptain, hearing of
the leas of the Propontis, went to Puuta Aren
and there obtalned arms with which they scarte
forth to avesge the murder of the officers and
crew of the pontis.

The Princess Loulsa set sall, and when off
Port Gallant, a €ove In the Straits of Magellan,
Iatitude 63 deg. 41 min,, longitude 72 deg., saw
Lwo canoes end one' European bullt boat filled
with natives, pulling from the shore toward
them, The captain had no doubt ghat these
were the very same savages who had fallon in
with the Propontis, and immediately prepured
to receive vhem. On the canoes appreaching
the vessel, he ran one of them dewn, sinking it,
and drowning all hands. The bout avoided the
bows of the steamer snd ran alengside, but in
altempling to bourd, the natives were one and
all kilied, In the meantime the remaining
canoe made s escaps and returned to shere.
The Princess Louisa sailed on, but that night
ran ashore and becnme o wreck,

The prew found no difficulty in getting to
land, and busied themselves all night In remov-
ing provisions nod other stores (rom the ship to
8 tent which they hkad erected on the beach.
Just befors duwn, while the seamen were com-
Ing up londed from the edge of the water, pre-
ceded by o lantern, which the foromost man
carried In his hand, they were suddenly set
upon hy a horde of savoges, armed with spears,
bows, and nrrows, rongik hatchets and stonea.
A desperate fight ensued. The sallors defended
themselves with desperalion, but, of course,
without avall; two ef them were killed on the
spot, and the rest were overpowered.

Lorritz ran for his tife, bul =8 ke was bur-
dened with heavy sen-boots and soaked cloth-
ing, he stood very little chance with the

savages. Ile was caught, tied and Iaid om the
ground. His compaulens were served in the
same way. For three weeks they all remained
in captivity, allowed to wander about with
their eaptors during the day, tied at night, and
fed on what Lorritz called ‘‘blubber.” Al the
end of these three weeks Lorritz one night
contrived to shuffle eff his bonds. He crept
down to the beach, got into one of the boata
lying there, and put off into the chaonel, where
next morning he was fortunate enough to fall in
with the scheoner Hutchinson, on board of
which he came (o this city three or feur days
ago. The fate of his companions, who he says
were all SBcotchmen, s unknown to him, and he
is unable to tell more than the Christian nawmne
of the eaptain and crew.

MOST HORRIBLE SUICIDE.

A Man Severs His Jugular, Commits Harl
Karl, and is Fonnd Weltering in Bloed.
Thursday evening last, when the steamer
Glencoe lunded at Vicksburg on her way up the
river, she was boarded by a man who asked to
be allowed to come up on her. He stated that
be had been a passenger on the Oceanus, which
bhad just pas up, and that he bad got leit by
that boat & short time before, Being an honest-
looking man, and telling a straightforward
story, the captain of the Glences told him that
he might go up on his boat. Several of the
poassengers noticed him, and one or two talked
with him, and they all agreed that he wasa
very sensible man. Friday morning, abeut 10
o'clock, while the boat was moving up the river,

A LOUD SOREAM WAB HEARD,
proceeding from the forward part of the lower
deck. The clerk of the boat and several of the
passengers burried down stairs,and there beheld
a horribly-sickening and blood-curdling eight.
Lying on the deck was the passenger, wilh a
horrible gash in his throat and another ucross
bis face, while from a long, deep gash in his
stomach his bowela protruded and wore scat-
tered over the deck for a distance of elght or
ten feet. Everything possible was done to alle-
viate his sufferings until half an hour later,
when death came to his relief. The second
mate and the watehman of the boal slate that
thiey noticed the man

CUT HIMSELF IN HIS STOMACH

with a large pruning-knife which was found
close to his body. They state that after cutting
bimeelf be thrust his hands in the wound and
caught his bowels and pulled them out. When
it was that he cut his throat they did not know,
but supposed it must have been done belore
they noticed him. Upon the arrival of the boat
at Napoleon a Coroner was summoned, who held
an inguest and returned a verdiet in accordance
with the facts as above stated. Nothing was
found on the man to identify him.

A SINGULAR CIRCUMSTANCH.

1t is o Jiitle etrange about this man that after
cutling his face and throat in such a manner as
to #sever the jugular vein, he should still have
had strength and will enough to cut his abdo-
men, as he is said to have done. and tear out
his entralls. It looks llke as if there had been
foul play. Apother strenge clrcumstance that
was related by ope of the passengers is that
pelther the kolfe with which the deed s sald to
bave been tommitted uor the man's hands had a
particle of blood upon them.
